This memorandum is to bring you up to date on the ooasifcat diffuse nork 
now being done on various aspects of the Berlin problem, A considerable 
amount of activity is in progrsss. Tbm main difficulty will be to tie it 
ell together «t the appropriate time. 

1. There is a fairly intensive tripartite exercise under vij on non-military 
eountermeasures. fou are familiar with the early vmrslon of the paper on 
this subject as submitted to governments. This has undarfon oonsidsrabls 
revision end amplification. As soon as final French cooronts are received, 
it can be brought out in a definitive edition with the idea of mrxyii* it 
with the quadripartite exeroiee on economic eountennsasures and then nuttim 
the whole paokage into »T0. ^

2. The quadripartite eocerciee on economic eountermeasurts centered in Bon 
is making a certain amount of progrees. All of the replice from the vaAoue

When compiled 9 the International Staff compilation will enable the next 
phase of the work to be continued in Bonn. 

3. Tou are, of course, familiar with the bilateral discussions with tte 
British arising out of the Macmillan visit, whloh, we hope, oan fairly 
quickly be broadened out to include the French and eventually the OermaM.
